The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to anticipate or properly render obvious a control valve 
assembly of at least two control valves, each having a "valve blade that is assembly 
injection molded into a valve frame" and each supported in the frame by at least one 
bearing "wherein at least one of said bearing members is assembly injection molded 
onto the shaft" and is conical in shape.
